From Tower

W e publish this week an article 
concerning Joe Sewell, who died in 
Oklahoma September 19. 
Joe lived 
in Decatur for many years, and had 
many friends here who will be sad to 
know of his death. 
W e knew him 
from a boy to m an’s estate, and lie 
{was a true gentleman, with many ad ­ 
mirable Qualities. 


An immense Crowd of people saw 
Allie McKenzie dive to his death from 
the water tower bere Tuesday after­ 
noon at 3:45 o'clock. 
— T he I arg© ctfowcTw a i tecfbre a th! e s a I y 
while McKensie slowly climbed the 
tall tower, while the band played slow 
music. 
The nine-foot net was stretch­ 
ed directly below the pedestal which 
the diver had prepared on the tower. 
After reaching the pedestal, McKenzie 
for a few seconds stood like a statue, 
m easuring the distance to the net; 
then he gracefully fell thru the air. 
The crowd was breathless and awed 
by this death-defying leap. The diver 
struck 
the 
net on h i s feet while 
his body 
slanted toward the west. 
On the rebound he went about twenty 
feet in the air and in coming down 
missed the net, his forehead striking 
a big box, crushing his skull. 
The 
crowd rushed forward as soon as they 
saw he would not strike the net, but 
all were powerless to aid the dyin 
man. 
He was quickly carried to Ford 
Sc Thom ason's drug store and all pos 
sible done to save his life, but he 
breathed but few times. 
McKenzie’s death was due to the 
fact that ha misjudged the distance 
from the tower and turned too far in 
the air before striking the net, the po­ 
sition in which he fell throwing him 
from the net. 
He had been nervous 
all day before the dive, and it seemed 
to his friends as if ha dreaded the 
dive, 
hie tried to read the papers in 
the m orning but was too restless. 
He 
finally got his bible and read from it 
for some tima. 
His friends tried to 
prevail on him to put up his own lad ­ 
der, but he insisted on leaping from 
the tower. 
Allie McKenzie was about 22 years 
of age, unm arried, and his home was 
in Mangum, Okla. 
He was a Iv. of P. 
and Modern W oodm an. 
The Decatur 
lodge of K. of P. took charge of the 
remains and shipped them to Mangum. 
Deceased was a handsome and very 
pleasant gentleman, who made many 
friends, 
and all the C arnival people 
speak of him in high regard, and say 
he was very moral and a favorite with 
the company.

had been diving 
and playing trom bone with this com­ 
pany for about twenty weeks.
